There are few states that have nothing correspond, 
such Arkansas, Maryland, Texas, Mississippi, Utah, 
Nevada, and Washington. many others the develop- 
ment rudimentary, such South Dakota, Kansas, 
Louisiana, South Carolina, Arizona, Missouri, and Ken- 
tucky. 

are interested the development local units 
social service, including service children. These 
units would generally county basis and co- 
ordinated and standardized the State Department 
Bureau for Children. The best development this 
direction found Minnesota, North Carolina, Ala- 
bama and Virginia, but beginnings, and sometimes very 
good beginnings, have been made Ohio, Missouri, 
New York, Iowa, Michigan and Indiana. 

are interested also the further development 
mothers’ aid. There are laws forty-four states and 
the District Columbia and half the states these 
laws are affecting the situation materially. the other 
half the administration weak. are not interested 
much new laws are the development 


better administrative methods, which are some extent 
waiting upon additional appropriations. 

are interested the educational supervision 
child-placing agencies and institutions state de- 
partments. considerable number these are mem- 
bers the Child Welfare League America. urge 
them use the upon education and 
stimulus rather than upon law enforcement. There are 
states that have given their State Departments Chil- 
dren’s Bureaus such powers only very limited 
powers. extension such authority seems 
very important. Inevitably there are every state 
from time time efforts children’s work that are 
either inefficient dishonest, both. Only state 
department can eliminate such any effective way. 


are interested the development ade- 
quate program training for the mentally defective 
child, including special classes the schools, for such 
are not low-grade but that they can benefit 
such work, and home supervision attached such work 
either through visiting teachers through other social 
service. believe that for children who are definitely 
feeble-minded training for period least should 
given institution for mental defectives, but such 
are able paroled under supervision should once 
more back into the community with proper safe- 
guards. can build enough institutions house 
all its mental defectives. not necessary 
proper training and social supervision are provided. 
Naturally there are groups that must remain under care 
permanently. 

are interested the development standards 
careful intake child-placing agencies and institu- 
tions and the adjustment, protection and improvement 
family home life that removal the child from 
his own home may prevented whenever desirable 
and possible. But when new home must found for 
him believe that the agency institution should 
chosen which upon careful analysis its program and 
personnel likely best meet his needs. 

are interested developing public service 
children, principally through boarding home care. 
times past free home care and adoption apparently 
solved many more problems than fact now. This 
due part the fact that economic conditions are 
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less favorable the absorption children free homes 
ard also the fact that know the needs children 
much better and realize that free home service can- 
not meet needs many instances seemed possible 
previously. program child-care undertaken with 
public funds should not go, and not likely go, be- 
yond the needs, but many states private institutions 
and agencies are still depended upon altogether for such 
service, with very inadequate results. Public service 
should use all forms. 

believe more adequate program for delin- 
quent children than now found most the states 
the Union. Industrial schools meet only part the 
need; good boarding home care can applied many 
delinquent children, with the result that they are more 
fully safeguarded against slipping into permanent de- 
linquency and crime. The greatest need, however, 
more suitable program parole for children who have 
been committed industrial other schools for de- 
linquent children. The development suitable pro- 
bation system case work basis necessarily 
important element this program. 

believe the planning community’s pro- 
gram for child care that overlapping, gaps and 
inefficiency the part agencies may learned, 
necessary economical consolidations may made and 
that each agency institution may fulfill im- 
portant part the whole program. 

The League not agitating for any these matters. 
They are, however, important elements child wel- 
fare program and confer and advise with our mem- 
bers and with any other groups these questions 
whenever opportunity presents itself. However, 
never into state for the presentation program 
either for propaganda for lobbying. Request for 
information brings response, but usually leaving 
the responsibility the leaders the various states 
question. The general program for child care the 
same every state, but the situations are very differ- 
ent. therefore have general rule procedure; 
prefer suggest improvements and advise with 
those who are working those directions.

FOGEL BEQUEST CHANGED COURT DE- 
CISION 
The information this article was secured 
interview with Mr. Laurence Steinhardt 
Guggenheimer, Untermyer and Marshall, attor- 
ney for the executors the Fogel Estate. 


That millions rather than thousands dollars are 
needed build modern institution for children and 
endow its maintenance, the conclusion New 
York court the settlement the affairs the Fogel 
estate. partly for this reason that land valued 
$175,000 and $100,000 cash left Rube Fogel 
found The British Orphan Asylum and Home New 
York City will not used for that purpose, but will 
turned over existing institution California 
which Mr. Fogel was interested. addition these 
items the latter institution receives about $1,700,000 
from the Fogel estate residuary legatee. Surrogate 
O’Brien, before whom the matter was argued New 
York City, said his opinion “that the conditions 
the gift and the inadequacy the property bequeathed 


for the purpose render literal compliance with the 
terms impracticable and impossible performance. 
the judgment the Court, the will will most effec- 
tively complied the transfer the bequest 
the residuary legatee.” 

Under the terms the will the Pacific Hebrew 
Orphan Asylum and Home Society San Francisco, 
familiarly known Homewood Terrace, was given 
$100,000, half interest the business Fogel 
Co., and was made residuary legatee. Among the 
several specific bequests was one providing for insti- 
tution known The British Orphan Asylum and 
Home, for which Mr. Fogel bequeathed $100,000 and 
certain real estate owned him New York River- 
side Drive, from 173rd 177th Streets. requested 
that this new institution maintained for the support 
orphan and half-orphan children and aged persons 
without means support and maintenance, such 
persons were born the Kingdom Great Britain 
any her colonies dependencies; provided that 
such orphan half-orphan children and aged persons 
shall have lived the United States prior their 
admission such institution, and also providing for 
the support and maintenance aged members The 
Canadian Club New York, for the orphan 
half-orphan children whose fathers, the time their 
death, were members The Canadian Club New 
York. directed that the institution should non- 
sectarian, and should conducted solely for the above 
purposes. 

After consultation between the officers The 
Canadian Club New York and the attorney for the 
Executors, the creation the institution last referred 
was found impracticable. was found that 
the real estate did not lend itself construction ex- 
cept exorbitant cost. the second place the 
$100,000 fund was regarded all concerned grossly 
inadequate for the foundation institution. Even 
had the real estate been sold the resulting fund about 
$275,000 would have been inadequate. amount 
$1,500,000 $2,000,000 would have been required 
build suitable institution the location specified 
and establish endowment adequate for the opera- 
tion and maintenance institution for 
children. Thirdly, was considered objectionable 
maintain orphans and aged persons the same insti- 
tution. The membership The Canadian Club con- 
sists wealthy persons who have little expectation 
dependency for themselves their children. The 
officers The Canadian Club offered objection 
application the court that the paragraph providing 
for the new institution allowed lapse. 

The court was asked Mr. Steinhardt find that 
the real estate and cash provided were inadequate 
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carry out the purposes specified the deceased. 
also urged that the purposes sought accomplished 
the deceased would not effected strict com- 
pliance with the provisions the paragraph question, 
and that under the so-called pres doctrine the court 
should designate institution already existence, 
the work which closely akin the purpose sought 
attained the deceased, which institution was 
recommended the court the Pacific Hebrew Orphan 
Asylum and Home Society San Francisco, not only 
institution already existence constituted with 
purposes akin those sought accomplished 
the deceased, but the institution which the de- 
ceased had already shown great interest. 

The Surrogate rendered opinion and signed 
decree adopting this argument and directing the execu- 
tors turn over the bequest the Pacific Hebrew 
Orphan Asylum and Home Society San Francisco, 
the grounds above specified. Although was not 
designated upon which three alternatives the opinion 
was based, have here additional evidence the fact 
that courts the interpretation wills are increasingly 
ready utilize advantage the resources which past 
generation has left for use the field social work. 
Some states have many more precedents than others. 
behooves executives and trustees agencies 
institutions seek for reinterpretation wills 
make more available for the present day, resources 
whose use seriously hampered the restrictions 
wills. 

Nor? Mr. Fogel’s relatives were included among 
his beneficiaries with the exception sister-in-law 
and cousins. had surviving parents, children, 
brothers sisters. When four five years old 
became full orphan and uncle placed him under 
the care the Pacific Hebrew Orphan and Home So- 
ciety San Francisco. This institution gave him 
what training and education received. His fortune 
was derived from the imitation jewelry business and 
investments New York City real estate.

THE MID-WESTERN REGIONAL CONFERENCE 


The Mid-Western Regional Conference was held 
Chicago, March and with approximately three hun- 
dred persons registered. Lack space forbids com- 
plete review the meeting. 

The important question what should the func- 
tional relationship between the children’s agencies and 
the family agency community was discussed 
Miss Jeanette Halverson, Executive Secretary the 
Juvenile Protective Association Milwaukee. Miss 
Halverson stressed the need for flexibility borderline 
cases when conditions seem warrant shift from the 
established procedure. Other points brought out 
Miss Halverson’s discussion were: 


(a) agency has right accept responsibility 
without being adequately staffed for carrying out the 
necessary work. 


(b) The agreement between the family agency and 
the children’s agencies should interpreted the 
boards, staffs, clients, and registrars receiving the appli- 
cations. The interpretation clients should made 
the visitors and not the registrars. 

(c) The experiences other agencies should used 
developing procedure and technique. 


(d) Studies should made evaluate the policies 
pursued. 


Miss Ethel Verry, superintendent the Chicago 
Orphan Asylum, spoke recent developments 
institutions from the standpoint case work service. 
Without case work facilities institution offers 
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standardized service merely. does not consider its 
responsibility the community, nor does assume any 
initiative attempting solve the social problems 
presented the families the children accepted for 
care. Neither does question whether the community 
might better served should change certain tra- 
ditional policies. Generally, assumed that the 
institution should serve the orphan for whom perma- 
nent care would needed. 

Miss Verry indicated that when institution equips 
itself high-grade case. work the following results 
may anticipated: 

(a) Case workers bring the thought diagnosis, 
which leads the question what services are 
needed and how they can-be provided. The institution 
ceases the only solution. 


(b) Intelligent referral other agencies begun and 
the institution then becomes part the community— 
thus breaking down the self-sufficiency and isolation 
the old type institution. Rigid institutional by- 
laws are barriers good case work, and the case worker 
may need stimulate more thought about the welfare 
the child against the importance by-laws. 

(c) The case worker increases the flexibility the 
service institutions. Provision for subsidy 
child’s home and for housekeeping service make the 
institution realize the variety needs children. 

(d) The case work done before the admission 
child decided upon brings information showing many 
needs. The attachment the child his family when 
separated from them appears powerful factor 
emphasizing the need for careful work with the parents. 
Conscientious case work with the parents while the 
child the institution usually improves their under- 
standing child care that they are able provide 
better environment for the child when returned 
them. 


Mrs. Edith Baylor who one the authors 
published Alfred Knopf, spoke the subject 
placing delinquent children foster homes. She 
stressed the importance knowing the kind home 
particular child should have his personal needs are 
met and also knowing the foster home well 
enough determine the kind child the foster parents 
really want. child placed home not well 
selected the chances are that the foster home will 
lost the organization whereas with careful selection 
could used for some other type child over long 
period. 

There were several discussions local situations. 
Mr. Harrison Dobbs spoke about the recent studies 
delinquency Chicago and Mrs. William Gross 


reviewed the work the children’s code committee 
Wisconsin, which was the basis the Wisconsin Chil- 
dren’s Code, effective and progressive instrument 
for the protection and care Wisconsin children. 

Mr. Carstens discussed recent developments child- 
care the dinner meeting. raised warning note 
against more rapid extension case work than can 
handled .the number qualified case workers 
available. Such situation likely bring case work 
into disrepute and impede its 


BOOK REVIEW 


AND THE Margaret Naumburg. 
Harcourt, Brace Company, New York. $3.50. 
323 pp. 


The blurb this book says that “An unusual 
book the education children the founder and 
director the Walden School. takes the form 
direct and simple dialogues between people varied 
temperaments who are interested educational 
theories.” This fair statement and reviewer 
might well stop that point and ask readers turn 
the book. The director the school, the psycholo- 
gist, teachers, consulting physician, and pupils talk 
among themselves and with artists, college professors, 
normal school students, parents and physicians. The 
book will appeal especially those who are interested 
the Progressive Education Movement, who are 
raising questions what really want from edu- 
cation and who are apt join what the author sug- 
gests present minority party that chooses 
protect the value the individual rather than those 
the herd. 


You will enjoy reading this book you sometimes 
think some the following: 


the years have gone our school system, “the 
creak the machinery grew louder, until can now see 
that kills the spirit our best teachers and presses 
the life out our keenest children.” 

“The complete separation work from play 
largely adult distinction.” 

doesn’t matter how many new and up-to-date 
subjects are added the program (of school); their 
mere addition useless long the old attitude and 
methods 

the professors education our universities 
ever stopped study children, they would have stop 
manufacturing thousands young people into stereo- 
typed teachers for while, and they would have turn 
their efforts discovering the fundamental mechanisms 
and complex needs children.” 

“Problem children, dealt with early years, are 
rarely inferior organically not amenable 
some special adjustment their difficulties modern 
school 
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“Words shouldn’t used too much with little chil- 
dren. And employed, they should immediate 
and direct, spoken small group time, perhaps 
individually each child.” 

“In primitive civilization art simply part 
life. Clothes, utensils, shelter, are made for use, ac- 
cording available material. Form and variation 
color and decoration follow spontaneously.” 


These quotations are typical the virile conversa- 
tion which makes the book. The style which the 
writer uses, that simple and direct dialogue, will 
appeal some and not others. The Fifth, Sixth 
and Seventh Dialogues are supposed conversations 
among the school psychologist, mother and father 
the subject Intelligence and Other Tests, and they 
ought read all parents who have begun 
question what tests are about, and they ought 
read all social workers who are apt overweight 
such tests. 

one has had difficulty understanding what so-called 
Behaviorism about, what the Gestalt point 
view is, can get help from the conversation the 
psychologist, the mother and the father the Seventh 
Dialogue. 


parent struggling with the question what 


should say his child about religion, will get help 
from the Eighth dialogue. 

The book contains good bibliography and index, 
which are especially helpful because the dialogue 
style the book.

WHAT THE COMMUNITY MAY OWE THE 
UNMARRIED MOTHER AND HER CHILD 


Rochester Community House for Girls 

There are many conflicting opinions regard 
whether unmarried mother should cared for 
her own community encouraged look for 
care outside. Like all questions which involve persons, 
each problem presents its own differences, which almost 
seem justify having general policy, but are there 
not some fundamental principles underlying all these 
cases which may apply them all? 

the first place, the chief reason why girl desires 
seek sanctuary outside her own community for 
protection against personal disgrace, and avoid 
bringing sorrow her family. She argues that she 
may away and when all over she will come back 
her old surroundings, picking her life the point 
which she left it. But this true? Can any one 
through such experience without having become 
known sooner later? Will not self-evident the 
change which bound come over the girl who has 
gone through it? She can never quite the same per- 
son again. There will maturity growing out her 
experience, which will express itself thousand subtle 
ways, which she herself unaware, while she tries 
hide her head like the ostrich. she does not give 
away unconsciously, she will deliberately, 
unguarded moment, relief the emotional burden 
she carrying. 

Facing the world truthfully one the principles 
that seems fundamental. true that cannot 
taught directly sometimes, but can brought 
about developing the girl’s life those things which 
demand and call forth the highest truth and courage. 

are place the emphasis the question the 
economic burden the community the girls who 
not belong there, there every argument for such com- 
munity caring only for its own girls, the 
other hand look the problem from the point 
view social recovery, the time will come when 
shall find that have reality saved society 
general, greater economic burden later, because the 
time have cared for those who primarily could not 
perhaps considered our responsibility. Shall 


disregard boundaries and look the problem solely 
from widely social standpoint, must insist 
the economic basis for our work? Personally feel 
that doubtful can ever hope make any 
community entirely responsible for its own problems. 
This because every community not equipped with 
the resources good illegitimacy work. And where 
not, the individuals needing should not lack 
what from social standpoint not universally de- 
sirable. Where there are resources, good case work 
itself makes treatment home more desirable. 

opinion every community should provide 
far possible adequate care for its own problems and 
outside communities should cooperate referring 
applications for care the girl’s own community, 
thereby least giving that community opportunity 
handle its own problems. community can pro- 
vide the care have tried outline, then 
opinion should used its own members who need 
it. But this cannot matter artificial stimula- 
tion. must brought about filling the need 
abundantly that the demand for it, the part the 
community, will created its own merits. 
repeat, does not seem that, community 
too small develop this care, lacks the vision 
and interest constructive lines, should 
refuse what have offer, and leave girls encounter 
neglect and ignominy alone, ruining their lives doubtless 
and bringing untold harm the unborn child because 
economic reasons. Let this most human need 
our best meet without insisting balance 
accounts, willing give perhaps more than our 
share consideration the social and moral and 
even economic recovery that can count upon 
the result the long run.
